I, Michael S. German, do hereby declare as follows: 

1 . I am the sole inventor of the claimed subject matter of the above-referenced patent 
application. 

2. The inventors of the subject matter claimed in U.S. Patent No. 6,703,220, issued 
March 9, 2004, are Dr. Joseph Lin and myself. 

3. The claims of U.S. Patent No. 6,703,220 are directed to nucleic acids encoding 
human Ngn3, related compositions and methods of using those nucleic acids to 
produce a polypeptide. Since Dr. Lin and I both contributed to efforts to identify and 
clone Ngn3, v/e are both inventors of the subject matter claimed in U.S. Patent No. 
6,703,220. 



4. The claims of the above-reference patent application are directed to methods of 
using neuroendocrine bHLH transcription factors to produce insulin-producing cells. 
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5. Although Dr Lin did contribute to the cloning of NgnS, he did not contribute to 
the conception of methods of using neuroendocrine bHLH transcription factors to 
produce insulin-producing cells. Such methods were solely conceived by me and, as 
such, I am the sole inventor of the subject matter claimed in the above-referenced 
patent application. Dr. Lin did not contribute to the conception of such methods and, 
as such, is not an inventor of the subject matter claimed in the above-referenced patent 
apphcation.
